Texarkana police arrested 15 
youths, a drive-in theater own- 
er, and a theater ticket-taker 
Saturday night fnr violating a 
newly created city ordinance 
banning those under 18 from 
"X" rated movies.

The raid, which took police 


about two hours, was the first 
under an ordinance passed by 
the city Sept. 8.

— Foreign ministers' 


meetings on war-and-peace is- 
sues are being arranged for 
Wednesday and Friday at the 
United Nations. 


The U.N. Security Council is 


expected to meet Wednesday 
afternoon with perhaps 14 of the 
15 members represented by for- 
eign ministers. 


The Big Four foreign minis- 


ters, after joining in the council 
session, will get together again 
Friday night at a working din- 
ner given by Secretary-General 
U Thant in his 38th-floor office 
suit.-;. 


Both gatherings are 
taking 


place this week because the 
ministers are attending the Gen- 
eral Assembly's 11-day 25th an- 
niversary session, now moving 
toward a ceremonial close Sat- 
urday. 


The U.N. charter, which took 


effect 25 years ago next Satur- 
day, provides that the Security 
Council "shall hold periodic 
meetings" to which each coun- 
try on the council may send a 
member of its government if it 
wants. 


Diplomatic sources said the 


council, at Finland's urging, 
had agreed to hold the first such 
session in its history on Wednes- 
day. Nepal is the only council 
member whose foreign minister 
may not be present. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers, British Foreign Secre- 
tary Sir Alec Douglas-Home, 
French Foreign Minister Mau- 
rice Schumann and Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei A. Gromy- 
ko will be following an annual 
custom when they have dinner 
with Thant Friday. 


They are expected to discuss 


the questions of security for Eu- 
rope, peace for Indochina and a 
settlement for the Middle East.

Other such battles also were 


under way. In education, revolu- 
tionaries sided with a school 
board in suburban St. Leonard 
that cut off funds for English 
schools. Agitators battled with 
Italian immigrants who wanted 
to send their children to English 
schools.

at University 
FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. (AP) 


— About 150 persons demon- 
strated on the University of Ar- 
kansas campus Thursday, call- 
ing for the release of Angela 
Davis, the black militant who 
was arrested Tuesday in New 
York. 


The 40-minute demonstration 


was held at the Vol Walker Li- 
brary. 


Miss Davis had been the ob-

Whenever a 
poison is removed, the tis- 
sues are healthier and func- 
tion more efficiently. The 
metabolism is lower in most 
people after they stop smok- 
ing cigarettes. These people 
use their calories more effi- 
ciently. Then some people 
eat more to satisfy their 
oral urge or nervous habit. 
The way to avoid gaining 
weight when you quit smok- 
ing is to eat a little less and 
satisfy your nervous habit 
with a little more physical 
activity. Even if you gain a 
little weight, within reason, 
that won't be as harmful to 
your health as a cigarette 
habit.

Voting Rights 
Law Before 
High Court

MONTREAL (AP) - Police 


said early today they believe 
they have found the hideout 
where terrorist kidnapers held 
Labor Minister Pierre Laporte 
before murdering him Saturday. 


The police began a thorough 


investigation of the abandoned 
frame bungalow in the little 
town of St. Hubert, eight miles 
south of Montreal, after army 
demolition experts made sure it 
contained no booby traps. 


"We believe it is where La- 


porte was held," said Det. Sgt. 
Albert Lisacek. Laporte's body 
was found about half a mile 
away.

Walt's decision to step down 


before 
mandatory 
retirement 


age came as a surprise to ob- 
servers here. 


"For Gen. Walt to retire is the 


end of an era," said one Marine 
officer who served under him in 
Vietnam. "He has been such a 
colorful figure and outstanding 
leader. Age and years and new 
decisions catch up with us all." 


Walt, who holds two Navy 


Crosses and a Silver Star for ex- 
traordinary 
heroism 
during 


World War II, commanded Ma- 
rine forces in Vietnam from 
May 1965 until June 1967. 


He was in command during 


the big Marine buildup and at a 
time when the Marines were 
being sharply criticized for their 
battlefield tactics, including the 
burning of villages and the slay- 
ing of civilians during assaults 
on areas controlled by the Viet 
Cong. The Marines contended 
their men had been killed or 
wounded by fire from the vil- 
lages. 


Walt returned to Washington 


as director of personnel for the 
Marine Corps. He was named 
assistant commandant on Jan. 
1, 1968, when Gen. Leonard F. 
Chapman became commandant.

On Sunday Egyptian Foreign 


Minister Mahmoud Riad denied 
new Soviet antiaircraft missiles 
had been moved into the truce 
zone and said aerial photos 
which the United States con- 
tends prove otherwise "mean 
nothing and prove nothing." 


Israel says it will not come to 


the proposed Arab-Israeli peace 
negotiations unless there is a 
missile rollback. Rogers wants 
enough "rectification" of the al- 
leged violations to bring the 
Mideast foes back to the indi- 
rect negotiations. 


In the U.S. view, Egypt— 


which asked for the U.N. debate 
—is trying with Soviet backing 
to relieve the onus of the viola- 
tion charges and swing world

Riad, speaking on ABC's "Is-

switches that glow in the 
dark, switches that dim or 
brighten the light and even 
switches that consist of a 
single large button which you 
can hit with an elbow when 
your hands are full. 


But the best thing about 


these fancy new switches is 
that they are installed just 
like the 
old push-button 


switches probably still in use 
in many homes. 


The wiring is the same. All 


you do is replace the switch. 


Toggle switches work more 


easily 
t h a n 
push-button 


switches. For absolute quiet 
the mercury switch elimin- 
ates that click that can sound 
so loud in the middle of the 
night. Remember one im- 
portant feature about mer- 
cury switches—they must be 
installed 
straight 
and up- 


right. Don't try to install one 
overhead, for example. The 
liquid mercury will close the 
circuit and keep it closed. 


Some switches have neon 


lights built into the toggle, 
causing it to glow in the 
dark. There are switch plates 
with the same feature if _ypu 
dori't "care^t'o replace" the 
switch.

the most important thing to 
remember is to turn off the 
electricity.

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — 


The fate of the Lithuanian and 
his son who hijacked a Soviet 
airliner last week and killed the 
stewardess was in the hands of 
the Turkish cabinet today fol- 
lowing a provincial court's re- 
fusal to indict them.

The Soviet government has 


demanded the return of the 
pair, and a high-level official in- 
dicated the government would 
like to comply. But he said the 
government could not interfere 
with the workings of the court. 
Relations have been improving 
between the Turkish and Soviet 
governments in recent years, 
and Moscow recently agreed to 
a $300 million credit for indus- 
trial projects.

The second of a series of three 


programs on drug abuse was 
held this week in the court room 
of Hempstead County Court 
House with Jim 
Williams, 


Probation Officer for Juveniles, 
of Texarkana, Arkansas, 
and 


State Police Sgt. Duke Atkinson, 
of the Governor's Council on 
Narcotics and Drug Abuse, Little 
Rock as the leaders of the con- 
ference. 


Mr. Williams stated that on 


checking the Texarkana records 
no arrests were recorded for 
juvenile drug abuse prior to June 
of this year but that in July and 
August six arrests were made on 
marijuana charges. He also 
reported on an actual case before 
him which is somewhat typical. 
The youngster, a boy, started 
sniffing glue at the age of 
fourteen, progressed to sniffing 
lacquer, using "speed", freon, 
marijuana, and LSD, and at 
eighteen is "hooked" on drugs. 
He is now in the process of 
rehabilitation and hopefully will 
be able to lick his problem. 


Sgt. 
Atkinson reported 
that 


prior to 1963 there were less than 
one dozen recorded arrests for 
drug abuse, but that in 1969 alone 
there were 359 recorded arrests 
in a given area. He stated that 
his department knew of no school 
system in the state of Arkansas, 
above the elementary level, that 
didn't have some problem with 
drug abuse. 


Sgt. 
Atkinson 
displayed 


samples of various drugs and 
described briefly their 
effect 


upon the human system. He went 
into more detail concerning 
marijuana and LSD, stating that 
marijuana was a most con- 
troversial 
subject 
simply 


item.
